2. Based on series of complaints received from the 
members of the society an inquiry into the constitution 
working and financial condition and affairs of the society 
was held under Section 83 ( 1) of the said Act read with 
Rule 68 of the said Rules and it is observed from the 
inquiry report that there persist number of serious 
irregularities in the working and financial conditions 
and affairs of the society which are in brief as follows.

3. It has been observed that the affairs of the society 
including conducting of Managing Committee Meeting 
and General Body Meetings are not properly carried out 
in accordance with the provisions of Act, Rules and Bye 
laws of the society . The last Annual General Body 
Meeting was held on 2-3-1997 , and the same was also 
not held as per the provisions of the Act, Rules and its 
Bye -laws. No further Annual General Body Meeting were 
held till the time of finalisation of Inquiry and thus the 
present Managing Committee is functioning illegally 
and without any locus standi.

5. It is observed that through deed of sale dated 
5-7-1990 the society purchased land admeasuring 
1,20,000 sq . mtrs. for sum of Rs. 33,60,000 /- out of the said 
purchased property termed as “ Phased -I" 90,000 sq . mtrs . 
was already converted as per letter of Dy . Collector, 
Panaji dated 20-4-1990 and till the date of finalisation of 
Inquiry Proceedings conversion of the remaining area 
admeasuring 30,000 sq . mtrs . was not done , as per the 
records. However the society actually paid total amount 
of Rs. 33,59,999 /- to M / s . D. K. M : Investment & Estate 
Developer and other 13 party owners , instead of the 
parties to the Agreements , although otherwise the 
agreements also vary , thereby concluding that the title 
of the property was not clear and payments are made ,

6. It is observed that inspite of proposal for Phase - I 
did notmaterialise and having a membership of around 
545 as against 200 plots that can be provided gave wide 
publicity to lure members and collected additional 
contribution and inspite of property enmeshed in 
litigation purchased addltional land admeasuring 
1,00,000 sq . mtrs . for a sum of Rs. 60,00,000 /- ( sixty lakhs) 
for themembers for the so called Phase- II by agreement 
dated 28-7-1993: 


provisions of Rule 58 of the Co -op . Societies Rules, 1962 
and bye - law No. 59 of the bye - laws of the society as a 
result of which the audit of said society for the year 
1996-97 , 1997-98 , 1998-99 and 1999-2000 could not be 
carried out / finalised . As such the exact financial position 
and working of the society on a particular date could 
not be ascertained and thus it is observed that there is 
a persistant default on the part of the Managing 
Committee/Office bearers in performing their duties 
imposed on it by the said Act, Rules and bye-laws of the 
society which is pre - judicial to the interest of the society . 


7. The society has notmaintained the necessary books 
of accounts , and the books of accounts so maintained 
are also not being written regularly and properly . 
Further, approval of Managing Committee to hire 
services of professional namely the Income Tax 
consultant could not be ascertained due to non 
submission of Managing Committee Meeting minutes 
book for period prior to 2-7-1995 . The individual record 
of the members contribution received towards land and 
their liability towards, development etc. is not 
maintained on record properly so also list of members 
contribution is also not maintained . 


12. The Chairman , the Goa State Co - op . Housing 
Finance and Federation Ltd., Panaji vide letter No.1886 / 
2900 /2001-02 dated 20-11-2001 stated that the said 
Society is not affiliated to the Federation and if the 
functioning of the Society are not carried out as per the 
Act, Rules and the provisions of bye -laws, the Registrar 
of Co - op . Societies may take appropriate action as 
deemed . fit in the matter . 


8. The members are not enrolled as per the provisions 
of bye -laws and contribution is received in excess and 
in contravention to the terms and conditions agreed 
upon and even then legal allotment of plots are not 
made for over 10 years past which is contrary to the 
statement made in the General Body Meeting held on 
12-7-1992 and contrary to the agreement dated 
27-7-1989 regarding terms and condition and time for 
completion ofwork . Even the record of the society shows 
that they have not obtained conversion certificate for 
land admeasuring 30,000 sq . mtrs . of Phase - I and 1,00,000 
sq .mtrs . of Phase -II till finalisation of Inquiry Report. So 
also no separate accounts books are maintained for 
Phase - I and Phase - II and the expenses incurred , 
accordingly . 


13. Based on the inquiry report submitted by the 
inquiry officer and above mentioned facts , the Managing 
Committee Members mentioned at Sr. No. 1 to 14 above 
were served with show cause notice on 2-11-2001 in 
terms of Section 78 of the said Act read with sub -rule (2 ) 
of Rule 61 of the said Rules stating therein as to why 
they should not be removed from the Managing 
Committee of the Society and appoint an Administrator 
or Committee of Administrators to manage the affairs of 
the society . They were also given an opportunity of being 
heard personally before me and olso filing written replies 
on 16-11-2001 at 3.30 p.m. and in the subsequent 
hearings . 


14. During the course of hearing it was argued by the 
management of the society that the notice is required to 
be served on 3 more persons viz . Dr. B. K. Borkar , 
Dr. M. D. Gorge and Shri Gaurish Lotlikar. The 
management was therefore advised to file an affidavit in 
the matter with documentary evidences. However, none 
of the Managing Committee Members were present 
except Mr. R. P. Kamat for the subsequent hearing held 
on 15-3-2002 nor has filed an affidavit in the matter. 


9. The documents pertaining to the property of the 
society and the expenditure made were not placed in 
the Managing Committee Meeting consisting of 11 
members and the society s affairs was managed primarily 
by 6 members mentioned at Sr.No. 1 to 6 above . 


15. The Managing Committee Members at Sr. No. 2 , 3 , 
4 , 5 , 7 , 9 and 14 mentioned above have filed their written 
reply to the show cause notice . The facts indicated in 
the written reply by the Managing Committee Members 
in brief are as follows: 


10. It is observed that office bearers incurred 
expenditure without seeking prior approval of the 
management and have even failed to obtain proper 
vouchers . In most of the cases vouchers are issued on 
piece of rough papers and also do not contain . 
endorsement and approval of any office bearers . The 
concerned office bearers incurred the expenditure 
without proper authority / valuation certificate from 
certified valuer etc. and misutilised the society s fund to 
the tune of over Rs. 98,51,878.72 . The details of the fund 
utilised are already mentioned in the show cause notice 
dated 2-11-2001 referred to above . 


i) Shri Louis Alex Fernandes has denied all the facts 
mentioned in the show cause notice stating that he is 
a general member and not concern with the business 
transacted by the Managing Committee . He further 
stated that he has never contested the Managing 
Committee elections nor attended any Managing 
Committee Meeting since formation . 


11. It is found that the society has failed to furnish the 
statements of accounts for the year 1996-97 , 1997-98 and 
1999-2000 within the stipulated period under the
